“Motorists who are familiar with the 
State highway between Sacramento and 
Placerville will be glad to learn that 
construction now under way southwest 
of Placerville will shorten this route by 
1.9 miles and eliminate many of the 
dangerous short radius curves so pre- 
valent on the present road. 

“This highway passes through one of 
the most historic sections of the State, 


|for it was near Coloma in El Dorado 


County that John Marshall’s dramatic 
discovery of gold was made and such 


| names as Hangtown, Mud Springs, Dia- 


mond Springs, Shingle Springs, and 
Missouri Flat soon become bywords in 
every part of the world where the great 
gold rush to California was discussed. 


| Hangtown, which was previously known 


as “Old Dry Diggin’s,” later became 
Placerville and Mud Springs refined its 
name to El Dorado. 


“The main route, from the east, to 
Coloma and the gold diggings in 1849 
and the early '50’s was the Carson Em- 
igrant Road which came through the 
Sierras by way of the Kit Carson Pass. 
This pass was some 9000 feet above 
sea level but was used by the early pi- 
oneers becaue they feared that other 
passes, while they were lower, had 
sharper hills and deeper gulches. As 
travel through the Sierras increased 
some of the hardier souls began to 
prospect around for easier routes and 
shortcuts which would save them time, 
with the result that several alternate 
routes were developed and more or less 
widely used. 

“The most popular of these shorted 
routes was what was known as John- 
son’s Cut-off, which was later called 
the Placerville Road. This route was 
first made passable for wagon in 1854

California Fatalities Total 
33 By Violence; 30 Killed 
On State’s Highways 


(Copyright 1937 by United Press) 

Violent death cut short the Christ- 
mas merrymaking of more than 500 
persons despite a nation-wide cam- 
paign for safety and a warning from 
President Roosevelt. 

A national survey showed today that 
525 lives were lost—in traffic accidents, 
murders, ‘suicides, accidental shoot- 
ings, train and airplane crashes, and 
poisonings. 

Officials of the National Safety 
Council, who had urged motorists to 
use more than usual caution on the 
highways, said the death toll was ‘‘dis- 
couraging.” President Roosevelt had 
lent his weight to the council’s cam- 
paign with a letter deploring Yuletide 
traffic accidents. 

Illinois led other states in fatalities 
with a total of 71. In California 30 met 
death in traffic and 3 died violently 
from other causes.

Attendance at games increased very 
sharply. On the gridirons themselves | 
there was a general leveling off. Push- 
overs of past seasons developed into 
giants and each week accounted for 
upset triumphs that rocked the nation.

The competition in the various con- 
ferences was marked by new cham- 
Pions in all but the Big Six where Ne- 
braska retained the crown. Minnesota, !

Ten title from Northwestern. Ala-'!

begun in 1858, after El] Dorado, Sacra- 
mento, and Yolo counties had appro- 
priated $50,000 for this purpose. 


“Stages and mail coaches began to 
cperate over the road even before the 
grading and leveling was started, thus 
proving the feasibility of this shorter, 
lower route. State and county gov- 
ernments became apathetic toward the 
project, however, and it is probable 
that it would have been abandoned and 
the Placerville Road through the Sier- 
ra would have became impassable had 
it not been for the discovery of rich 
Silver deposits in the Comstock Lode 
in Nevada. 


“As soon as news of this discovery 
was confirmed private companies im- 
mediately scrambled to obtain charters 
to establish toll roads and huge sums 
were invested by them in completing 
sections of this road east of Placer-

ING NO KEY TO 
CHARACTER ANALYSIS, 
SAYS EXPERT 


CHEYENNE, Wyo. (lP)—Albert Os- 
born, Jr., Washington handwriting ex- 
pert whose investigations figured pro- 
minently in the Hauptmann trial, 
branded as “fakers” graphologists and 
other “experts” who profess to read 
the character of persons from their 
handwriting. 

Osborff, who was here to determine 
the validity of handwriting in a $80,- 
000 insurance suit, said that the fal- 
lacy of “graphology” has been proved 
many times. 

He told of one test in which hand- 
writing samples were taken from a 
large number of prisoners at Sing Sing 
prison and from a group of promi- 
nent churchmen. ‘These were mixed, 
he said, and graphologists were asked 
to determine which signatures were 
which. 

“After careful study,” Osborn said, 
“they placed most of the clergymen 
in Sing Sing and most of the crimin- 
als in the pulpit.” 

Forging, he declared, is gaining rap- 
idly as a major crime in the United 
States. 

“There is no way to curb forgery. Ev- 
ery time a new wave of it hits the 
country, we find that the forgers are 
using a surer and easier method to do 
their forging. As a result, eastern 
banks are taking out thousands of dol- 
lars in forgery insurance,’’ Osborn 
said. 

Osborn, who works both on civil and 
criminal cases, said he enjoyed at- 
tending trials in different parts of the 
country and observing court proced- 
ure. 

“Perhaps the most interesting case 
I have worked on was the Hahn mur- 
der trial in Cincinnati,” the hand- 
writing expert said. “Mrs. Hahn was 
an attractive woman and to look at 
her no one would ever imagine her a 
murderer.”
